It is an interesting fact th at the 
present generation of people ap­ 
parently is taller than its forbears. 
This has been shown by the figures 
obtained in taking measurement# 
of men 20 to 29 years of age, in­ 
ducted into the armed services in 
May, 1943. The average height 
without shoes for this group was 
68.15 inches as compared with an 
average of 67.49 inches for the 
first million men of 21 to 30 ex­ 
amined during the last World W ar 
in 1917. In other words, the aver­ 
age height was about two-thirds 
of an inch more in 1943 than in 
1917. 
Not only has the average height 
increased, but the proportion of 
tall men is greater than during th# 
lait war. More than 27 per cent of 
those 20 to 30 years of age were 
over five feet, ten inches tall in 
1943 as compared with 22.4 per 
cent, in 1917. There were about 2% 
per cent. more six-footers in 1943 
than in 1917, which means the pro­ 
portion is one-third greater at 
present, than it was a quarter of 
a century ago. It is interesting to 
note th a t the average height of 
selectees over 35 was less than the 
average height of those under 20. 
In other words, the older men were 
of somewhat lesser stature than 


the younger ones. 
These figures are substantiated 
to a great extent by a number of 
studies which have been carried 
out in school children. 
For example, in Toronto it was 
shown that the average elementary 
school boy or girl in 1939 was ac­ 
tually two inches taller than the 
child of the same age in 1892. 
These increases in height can be 
taken as a measure of improve­ 
ment in physical well-being. 
Great alarm has been expressed 
from many sources over the high 
rejection rates of men applying 
for enlistm ent in the army during 
this war as compared with the last, 
but it would appear entirely prob­ 
able that the difference is due to the 
fact that higher standards base 
been set during this wsr, and not 
because more young people are 
suffering from physical disorders 
than heretofore. 
There can be no doubt that 
nutrition and preventive health 
measures have improved greatly in 
the last quarter of a century. Of 
course, we have not yet come any- 
w here near the desired goal of per­ 
fection. 
W ith continued advances in our 
knowledge of nutrition and the 
wider application of measures for 
building good health, the coming 
generations of America will in all 
likelihood, show even greater gains 
in physique and stam ina than 
those obtained today.
